Washington, Feb. 3.—"The aim of 


new legislation should be to regulate, 
rather than prohibit combinations," 
says .Commissioner 
Smith 
of 
the 


bureau of corporations in his annual 
report. 


"There is an irresistible movement 


toward concentration 
in 
business," 


says the commissioner. 
"We must 


recognize the fact that industrial con- 
centration is already largely accom- 
plished, in spite of general statutory 
prohibition. 


"Our present law, 
forbidding 
all 


combination, 
therefore needs adap- 


tation to the actual facts. 
If we are 


to do anything effective with the corp- 
oration question, we must make an 
advance oirour present legislation. 


"The practical object Is 
to 
see 


that business 
opportunity and 
the 


highways of commerce are kept equal- 
ly open to all; to prevent fraud, spe- 
cial privilege and unfair competition. 
To do this, we must recognize con- 
centration, supervise it and regulate 
it. 


"Above all we m:ist have a system 


of efficient publicity. 
This 
is 
the 


strongest means 
for 
our 
purpose. 


'Efficient publicity' means that sort of 
publicity which reaches the average 
citizen under everyday conditions. 


"A permanent office, after collect- 


ing material, must also summarize it 
for the public, in brief, clear and 
reliable conclusion, showing import- 
ant permanent corporate tendencies. 


''The control by the federal govern- 


ment (of 
corporations) 
should 
b'e 


broadened into a general constructive 
system based on tested principles of 
supervision, publicity and co-opera- 
tion. The details of such a system in 
its main features should be as follows: 


"It should be operated by the federal 


government. 
. "It should provide for a system of 
regular reports from the large inter- 
state corporations. 


"Such government office should have 


access at all reasonable times to the 
records and accounts of such corpora- 
tions . 


"That 'office should publish con- 


cisely the important facts disclosed. 
It should safeguard from publication 
all business secrets. 


'"Corporations complying with these 


requirements should be given the ad- 
vantage of a definite federal registra- 
tion. 


"The system should, if possible, be 


voluntary. 


"Finally, su: rvision must be ad- 


ministrative. " r>o other method has 
the necessary flexibility. 


"We must have a system of super-

"The government must have such 


supervision and control of corporate 
machinery as will maintain in business 
the fundamental American ideal of 
equal opportunity for all'."

Could be Done—The Tent 
Show 


Business Controlled by a Few Men. 
Forepaugh a Tireless Fighter. 


On the, eve of the uiiforsppii panic oC 


1837, 
June, Titus & Angeviue. of the 


powerful and 
wealthy 
combiue 
ol 


"jriatt'oots," conceived the idea of am- 
algamating tlie interests of those en- 
gaged in the circus and uienagerie 
business and the iniponatioii of wild 
beasts into one gigantic monopoly to 
be known as the. Zoological Institute 
Considerable progress was made :u 
the alarm of managers, who desirocl 
to preserve their individuality, wl:cu 
ihe financial crash of the century 
thwarted their scheme. 


It was decades after this wnll-ni£ii 


successful attempt at centralixution, 
before Phineas Taylor Uaruirn ta.ne 
to believe that the tent show Vasir.'.'sa 
could be controlled by a I'e :• iner., 
with himself at the het-.d. Th<-; opin- 
ion was strengthened by tha iiiuneiii- 
ate unparalleled success of the ij- T. 
Barnum Show under the directions --.I 
William C. Coup. 


Adam Forepaugh, w-ar. at :.'io heud 


of s. large show and his fieM was. 
after leaving Philadelphia, the terri- 
tory wp.st of Pirtsb"rg and Buffalo. 
He had touched the 'last and p lid for 
his experience, snipping his 
whol* 


outfit out of Vankeedom :\s fast as 
a special train could carry him. in 
1879 
he again tempted fate down Kast 


with unsatisfactory results, bin later 
on he conquered the land of the rising 
sun and by tours of the extreme West 
the Pacific. Coast and 
I lift South, ac- 


quired a national reputation and be- 
came the only admitted rival of P. 
T. Barnum. 


"Old" John Robinson "owned the 


South" as Barnum and Coup learned 
to their cost. 


Then there entered the Amen :;in 


sawdust arena, a new gladiator with 
his lighting clothes on in the person 
of James A. Bailey, backed by his 
former employer and later associate, 
James K Cooper. Bailey was a Whirl- 
wind warrior and hit a managerial 
head wherever he caw one, and went 
after P. T. Barnum and Adam - or*- 
paugh as fearlessly as he did the 
small fry. 


Cooper w;as a man of considerable 


financial resources, and 
Bailey, 
in 


1S81, planned the purchase of the 
Forepaugh 
and Coup showi-. whit:', 


added to the London, would have 
made Cooper and Bailey a power on 
tlie road. 
The Coup show was in 


straits but the Forepaugh show .nan 
already cleared for ihe season Ihree. 
times as much mousy as its wo\iKI-be 
purchaser offered for the entire fabric. 
Adam Forepaugh only laughed at tr.a 
inadequate proposition. 


Bailey now looked hopefully to an 


alliance with P. T. Barnum as a 
stepping stone to his heart's desire. 
Bailey assumed the Barnum manage- 
ment and the persona] direction of all 
the advertising, and he just made ev- 
erything hum and the weaklings stand 
from under, or take to the woods. 


P. T- Barnum and James A. Bailey 


both underrated Adam Forepaucrh wh.i 
was a diamond in the rough'without 
graces or culture, but. an abundance 
of common sense- 


One spring P. T. Barnum came oiu 


in one of the official publications of 
the show in n personal card, the like 
of which he was so skilled in inditing 
and boldly called on the dear public 
to support the Barnum show and the 
Barnum show alone. With the clever 
argument that if he received all the 
patronage, he would be the better 
equipped to supply all the arenic am- 
usements. Mr. Barnum was speaking 
for himself and the "equal owne;1" 
who probably endorsed the sentiment. 


When Adam Forepaugh read this 


proposition be exploded verbally and 
emphatically, and he said: 
"Barnum 


and Bailey or no one else in the busi- 
ness car. ever monopolize it." 


Barnum & Bailey, in their attempt 


to corner the business, also set out 
to secure the brains in the circus call- 
ing. Their staff wcs made up of the 
very best of talent but when they 
were, all assembled there still remain- 
ed men of capacity nnd intellect in the; 
employ of pugnacious and hectoring 
rivals fully able to contend against an- 
nihilation. 


In England, after the death of Mr. 


Barnum and air. Bailey's sole succes- 
sion.- the result was quite different 
than here. In that "tight ntlie isle" 
the Barnum & Bailey show crushed 
all opposition out of existence and 
lastingly ruined the circus business in 
Great Britain.

and of townships, of. municipalities 
and of individuals wero given to build 
railroads that became the property 
of a few individuals or corporations; 
i'or in those days it was easy for the 
"inte/ests" to lead the masses to be- 
lieve almost any tale told by those 
whom they thought were great cap- 
tains of industry. 
So the people ac- 


cepted as true assertions that their 
great need was railroads, and that 
such roads could not or would not be 
built without most generous - lifts 
from the people. 


Through nil these years demands 


have been made on the nation for 
enormous sums to pay for river and 
harbor improvement, and of late for 
giant subsidies fo- ships; and now 
the call sounds for a rally to the sup- 
port of claims for appropriations of 
scores of millions of the money of 
the people to pay for making canals.
